also'' — John 15:18-23. . 


These words from the mighty 
and versatile pen of the great 
Koehne dropped into my mind. one 
day — descriptive words which 
somehow cause me to think of the 
storms of hatred that raged around 
Jesus: 

“From the window of my home 
I once saw the last act in the trag- 
edy of a storm. Above the fields, 
the broken fence, the torn trees, 


the flooded streams, stretched the 
magnificent fury of the tempest. 
But, like the tragedy of Hamlet, 
when all grows serene and peace- 
ful after the hero dies, so the winds 
seemed to cling half fainting to 
bush and flower until the last notes 
of the thunder song were trumpet- 
ted back from the hills beyond 
the river far away. The clouds 


folded and re-folded upon the west- 


ern sky, their angry lips fretted 
with lightnings which had lost 
their beautiful wrath. Then, sud- 
denly, unseen fingers reached from 
the background, the storm cloud 
was torn in the center, lifted, and 
a blazing arch appeared. Then, 


from mysterious depths, the sun 


streamed forth. In history, that 
storm cloud was Heathenism, that 
beautiful rich arch was Judaism, 
and the glory streaming through 
to the present time, the Christian 
religion.”’ 

As we are told and as we believe, 
heathenism then was humanity. up- 
on its face in despair — and Juda- 
ism was humanity upon its knees 
praying and prophesying. Then, in 
Christ, for. the first time in human... 
history, humanity stood upon its 
feet. When Christ came the world’s 
lips were ‘feverish with delirium”’ 
and “religion was clasping hands 
with idolatry” and “the sceptre 

as frozen with the tyranny of im- 
peached civilizations.” Then came 
Jesus — speaking as never man 
spoke, but the world had ears dull 
of hearing. Our Saxon ancestors, 
their skins grotsquely tattooed, 
drinking maddening wine from hu-

“Charlotte, Michigan 
“April 19, 1944 
‘Dear Brother Rice: 

“For some time now I have been 
wanting to thank you for the books 
and above all, for all the good 
things in The Sword of the Lord. 
Have been taking it now for six 
months. It always comes at 9:00 
a.m. Monday, so I get my washing 
done early so I can be free to sit 
down and read it as soon as it 
comes. 

“T could not write sooner because 
I had to be honest with you and 
with' myself and I was terribly con- 
fused. Eighteen years ago I al- 
lowed myself to be bound under 
the law. I know now that whoever 
does that is just as much blinded 
as the Jews are who remain under 
the law. 

“TI would read your books and 
papers and it- would look reason- 
able, then the old teachings and 
confusion would sweep over me 
like a flood. You. see we were a 
people much worse than the Ad- 
ventists, for we kept all the old 
‘feast and fast days besides the 
sabbaths and new. moons.

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even went so far as to keep the 
Passover with the lamb, and bit- 
terherbs. Some believed they. were 
unclean for their dead. I didn’t go 
as far back into darkness as some, 
but that didn’t make me any bet- 
ter. Strange as it may seem (I 
know now), itewas the Holy Spirit 
that let me go just so far and no 
further. 

“The teaching we had that all 
the wicked would ‘be slain by the 
brightness of our Saviour’s com- 
ing, the earth would lie in dark- 
ness for one thousand years, Satan 
would be bound by a chain of cir- 
cumstances, and the ‘state of the 
dead’ ail seemed. so reasonable, 
that it Seemed if you were wrong 
in these points, you might be 
wrong in others, too. I tried to 
throw it ali off by telling myself 
it didn’t matter tor salvation by 
grace, through faith, was the only 
thing that realiy counted, but I 
wasn’t free, always there was an 
invisible bond and I knew that 
bond had to be broken some way, 
some how. Night after night I lay 
awake, trying to reason things out 
and never getting anywhere. I 
begged the Lord to give me under- 
standing. 

“One night last week I felt I had 
come to the end of all things spirit- 
ual. I had to quit reasoning or lose 
my mind. So I just told the Lord 
I was too dumb to figure it out, too 
tired to wrestle with it anymore. I 
asked Him to show me the truth 
and take all the false doctrine from 
my mind, and then dropped to 
sleep, and slept like a baby all 
night. The next morning I got up 
very early to read my Bible before 
the- children got up ,and of all 
things, it opened to Revelation 20. 
‘That he should deceive the nations 
no more, till the thousand years 
should be fulfilled’ seemed to stare 
up at me. Ali of a sudden I could 
see the nations would have to be 
alive or God would not have to set 
a seal on Satan, so he couldn’t de- 
ceive them. I turned from one place 
to another in the Bible that morn- 
ing and in every instance it was as 
if a huge light flooded my mind 
and I could see clearly, and with 
it those invisible bonds have drop- 
ped from me and I am free, free 
trom the law and false doctrine, 
free in Christ Jesus. You couldn't 
even begin to understand how won- 
derful this freedom is unless you 
had been bound as I was. It is like 
an awful weight falling off your 
shoulders and you can square them 
once more. 


“It was a battle that lasted six 


long months ..and it was horrible, 
too terrible for tears. There just 
are no words to describe it. After 
each round I felt like a filthy rag 
having been whipped in a raging 
storm. Thank God, it’s over now, 
the victory through Jesus is mine 
and I’m resting in His holy rest 
and by the grace of God I intend 
to remain there until Jesus comes 
or calls me home. Now I can look 
forward, not to a long sleep in a 
cold grave, but to going home to 
my Father’s house, where Jesus 
has a mansion waiting for me; just 
think of it—me, the most unworthy 
of all his children. 

“Thank God He has workers 
filled with the Holy Spirit who can 
reach people like me. I wish others 
who have put themselves under the 
law could know this wonderful 
freedom I possess.

man skulls, had no “gentle blood 
that did gentle manners breed,” 
but were as gentile as starving li- 
ons smelling blood-soaked meat. 
Then came Jesus, God’s Lamb, to 
give his biood in vicarious atoning 
sacrifice. At the time when Jesus 
came “out of the ivory palaces of 
heaven into this worid of woe,” 
“the eagle of civilization, girded 
with the night owl’s drooping wing, 
was making a slow flight tnrough 
the darkness.” And there was not 
a tongue on the Tiber that was not 
fettered with tyranny. Then came 
Jesus, strong Son’of God, Sun of 
the soul, into the midst of earth’s 
night to give light. When came Je- 
sus — speaking Koehnely now — 
the children ot slaves were whelped 
in dungeons — and men were yok- 
ed with cattle, and women were 
the spoils of callous soldiers. Here 
and there, too, a throne’s black 
shadow cursed the world while “a 
tiger’s scowl upon a tyrant’s face 
was all that was known of govern- 
ment.” Then came Jesus — into 
the midst of earth’s unrighteous- 
ness to bring righteousness. War, 
walking then, as always War trav- 


- els, with bloody boots and grin- 


ningly tying crepe to multitudinous 
door knobs, was ready to roll 
sword-wheeled chariots into doom- 
ed cities. Then came Jesus into the 
midst of earth’s strife to give 
peace — “breaking armies across 
his knees,”’ and sinking navies by 
simply saying, ‘Put up thy sword.”’ 
Kings and rulers, ““throne bred 
monsters whose baby lips had 
nursed the tiger’s milk of cruelty, 
whose coronets should have been 
a living serpent coiled around the 
brow, whose frightful ambitions 
were to exalt self,’’ were in author- 
ity. Then came Jesus into the midst 
ot earth’s selfishness — earth’s in- 


sanity of existence — making him- |: 


self of no reputation, made in the 
likeness of men» teaching, by 
precept and by example, that they 
who would be greatest among men 
must be servant of ail. 

- When Jesus ‘forsook’ the courts 
of everlasting day and chose with 
us a darksome house of clay,” 
there were “funeral anthems wail- 
ing woefully in old Egypt,” already 
on her way to become a shabby 
sexton of splendid tombs. And 
there was “a funeral wreath on 
the brow of Persia’ while, on the 
whole earth, as Horace would ex- 
press it, “wasting and a new troop 
ot fevers had settled.” Then came 
Jesus, into the midst of earth’s 
death to give life, saying, with au- 
hority such as not one other had, 
“I am the resurrection and the 
life.” And these words fell on a 
world the map of which was turned 
upside down. Athens, the brain of 
the world, was stupidly drunk with 
the wine of skepticism. The Gen- 
tile nations, loosing wild tongues 
and shaking clenched fists, con- 
fessed absolute ignorance of God. 
The Pharisees, making long pray- 
ers of pretense, representing legal- 
ism—the loveless letter of the law. 
The Sadducees, with their dogmat- 
ic negations, denied a divine hope 
to. the travail of the ages, while 
many Jews had no dealings with 
the Samaritans save as they dealt 
with them as one who drives a dog 
from his steps. Then came Jesus, 
treating a leper with the kingly 
grace he did a Nicodemus, caus- 
ing people to wonder at the gra- 
cious words which proceeded out 
of his mouth — reserving no great 
truth for some special occasion, 


‘telling a Samaritan harlot truths 


worthy the audience of a Pilato. 
And, as saith the Scriptures, the 
common people heard him gladly. 
Thus Jesus, “who never wore a 
garland of chivalry,” he who wan- 
dered homeless in the world where 
“the foxes had holes and the birds 
of the air had nests,” re-establish- 
ed the. home and family “upon 
foundations that wars and migra- 
tions and«revolutions have never 
shaken.” A Man of Sorrow, his 
tears, like seas, gather up the 
world’s rivers of anguish. Yet he 
said, “My joy” and My peace.” Je- 
sus, broad as the horizon, narrow 
as the multiplication table, when 
it comes to matters of right and 
righteousness, was as universal as 


the air and as sympathetic as the 


noonday. He was everything God 
loved —-everything God approved. 
here and all the time his 
a life of incarnate holiness. 
He translated into his daily life ev- 
ery doctrine of his heavenly mind.

‘he money changers, expert in 
illicit traffic and in oppression, de- 
spised the young Wazarene. The 
knotty lawyers, skillful in turning 
the law against the innocent, loved 
him as a wolf loves the man that 
entraps him. The scribes, buried 
in precedents and legalism, hated 
him. The infidel Sadducees, with 
their dogmatic negations, held him 
in contempt. The Greeks, with their 
wild mythologies, pitied him for his 
foolishness. The Orientals, with 
their mystic speculations, had no 
ears to hear his teaching. The Ro- 
mans, with their gross material- 
ism, considered what he said and 
did as the wild nightmare of a dis- 
ordered brain. The priests, with 
their self-righteous creeds, ab- 
horred him. The stately rabbis 
looking at him with envious eyes, 
considered him the fiy in their oint- 
ment. Kings of his day slighted 
him and the rich sometimes flouted 
him. 

It was the hatred of wolves for 
the Lamb. It was the hatred of ser- 
pents for the dove, It was the ha- 
tred of soot for incarnate snow. It 
was the hatred of hypocrisy for 
genuineness. It was the hatred of 
talsehood for truth. It was the ha- 
tred of wickedness for holiness. It 
was the hatred of darkness for 
light. It was the hatred of dirt for 
chastity. It was the hatred of hell 
for heaven. It was the hatred of 
darkness for light. There was but 
one mind in many men and that 
was bent against Jesus. 


“He is despised and rejected of 
men; a man of sorrows, and ac- 
quainted with grief: and we hid 
as it were our faces from him; he 
was despised, and we esteemed him 
not” — isaiah 53:3. 

With this verse, Hendel opens 
the second part of his great orato- 
rio. It is said that at this point in 
its composition, Handel was found 
with his head upon the table weep- 


ing. 

The birth of Jesus in Bethlehem 
was in poverty. Should poverty 
make them hate him? The poverty 
was like that of any other Jewish 
child. Should that make them hate 
him? He lived for thirty years in 
subjection to his mother and Jo- 
seph. Should obedience to parents 
make them hate-him? He was not 
stamped with the imprint of the 
schools. Should an_ educational 
matter cause them to hate him? 
He worked in Nazareth as a Car- 
penter. Should an honorable trade 
and environment cause hatred? He 
gathered. his disciples, one here, an- 
other there, from the lowly order 
of society. Should one be hated ‘be- 
cause his followers are from ob- 
scure places? He paid tribute and 
custon,—his taxes, if you please. 
Should one be hated for that? He 
showed respect to every constitut- 
ed authority. Should one be hated 
for the fruit of good citizenship? 
He said nothing about the rights of 
the people or the claims of the 
Jewish race — believing that “no 
man has a right to all his rights.” 
But is holy silence a just cause for 
hatred ? 

Although temptations never loos- 
ened a fibre of his being, hatred 
prodded him. Though in love he 
made persuasive appeal by a dedi- 
cated and outpoured life, there 
were hate mongers who had but 
one mind in them, and that was 
bent against Jesus. Though he 
went about doing gen they hated 
him. “For which of my works do 
ye stone me?” 

“Then the Jews took up stones 
again to stone. him. Jesus answered 


them, Many good works have I 


shewed you from my Father; for 
which of those works do ye stone 


me? The Jews answered him say- 


ing, For a good work we stone 


thee not; but for blasphemy; and 
‘because that thou, being a man, 


makest thyself-God. Jesus answer- 
ed them, “Is it not written in your 
law, I said, Ye are gods? If he 
called them gods, unto whom the 
word of God came, and the scrip- 
ture cannot be broken; say ye of 


‘him; whom the Father hath sancti- 


fied, and sent into the world, Thou 
blasphemest; because I said, I am 
the Son of God? If I do not the 
works of :my Father, believe me 


-not, But if I do, though ye believe 


not me, believe the works: that ye 
may know, and believe, that the 
Father is in me, and I in him. 
Therefore they sought to take him: 
but he escaped out of their hands” 
— John 10:31-39 :

"Special Harvest Time 


“Revival is a spécial harvest 
time,’ explained Dr. Rice as he re- 
peated the text, ‘The harvest is 
passed, the summer is ended and 
we are not saved.’ 

‘“*God deals tenderly and urgent- 
ly with your faith,’ he said. ‘If you 
let God’s special pleadings and call- 


torture-rack attiudes_in their 
hearts. Though many never tried 
to burn him at the stake, there 
were hellish fires of hared in their 
hearts. Though many never tried 
to put him in prison, they had pri- 
son-bar hatred in their hearts. 
‘hough many never rose up to do 
him violence, they had insurrec- 
tions in their hearts against him. 
In the hearts of men there were re- 
volts of hatred against Jesus, 
revulsions of hatred. Truly, the 
heart of man was a council cham- 
ber of devils, the egg out of which 
was hatched the plots of hatred 
and the maliciousness of murder. 
Some who hated each,other, rotten 
and vile and abominably low, be- 
came friends in mutual hatred of 
Jesus. Remember what is said of 
Pilate and King Herod: 

“And the same day Pilate and 
Herod were made friends together: 
for before they were at enmity be- 
tween themselves” — Luke 23:12. 


“The Kings of the earth stood 
up, and the rulers were gathered 
together against the Lord, and 
against his Christ. For of a truth 
against thy holy child Jesus, whom 
thou hast anointed, both Herod and 
Pontius Pilate, with the Gentiles, 
and the people of Israel, were ga- 
thered together’—Acts 4:26-27. 

The hissing mob said: “We have 
no king but Caesar!” In substance 
they said: A king? Then a crown 
he must have. So they crowned him 
with a crown of thorns. 

A king? Then the insignia of 
his high office he needs. So, with 
the merciless scourge, they seamed 
his quivering flesh until it started 
up in red scars. 

A king? Then we must give tes- 
timony of our allegiance. So they 
spat in his face.

the hearts of others. The depth of 
their hatred is set forth in {saiah 
49:7: 

“Thus saith the Lord, the Re- 
deemer of Israel, and his Holy One, 
to him whom man despiseth, to 
him whom the nation abnorreth, to 
a servant of rulers, Kings shall see 
and arise, princes also shall wor- 
ship, because of the Lord that is 
taiinful, and the Holy one of Israel, 
and he shall choose thee.”’ 

An Israel’s blind hatred of the 
Messiah did not stop short at his 
person, or his virgin mother, but 
extended to his words and works. 
Kis works were (and still are 
among many Jews) ascribed to 
witcncrait and Beelzebub. This 
hatred is incomprehensible. ‘The 
mystery of it is set forth in the 
words of our Lord: “They hated 
me without cause.’’ Thougn he of- 
tered every biessing to men, they 
multiplied their insults against him 
the only Savior, the only lite. 
They preterred their sins with all 
their consequences, to their God. 


And are any who listen now 
humbered among those who hated 
him’ Is not a rejection by neglect 
or by indifference or by disobed- 
lence or by doubt just as much a 
rejection as the rejection of hate? 


~~ In every land billions of tons of 


armaments. piled high. In every 
land multiplying shells and guns. 
In every land stores of poison gas 
and bombs. In many lands skies 
darkened by death-dealing planes. 
In some lands children taught from 
their cradies to bluster and hate, 
to. strut in miliary parade; when 
they could scarcely walk, to nurse 
a_rifle as though it were a cherish- 
ed toy. 

Everywhere the blind surges of 
mankind. Everywhere the restless 
plunges into momentary pleasure. 
tiverywhere the fevered strivings 
for material gain. And over all, 
amid the sound of jazz and clink- 
ing coin, we see the omnipresent 
ghastly dread, the approaching 
specter of self-created doom. Thus 
we take our stand with those who 
hated him while we sing “My Je- 
sus, I love Thee.” “This lovely, 
fruitful earth, overflowing with 
plenty, riven from end to end by 
hate, oppression and brutal cruel- 
ty, which, if unchecked, must sure- 
ly crumble civilization to dust. And 
less than twenty-five years ago 
nine million men yielded up their 
lives to save humanity!” 

And across our minds is endless 
talk by voices of incompetence, 
endless explanations advanced by 
human ingenuity. The talk of eco- 
nomic stress, of boom and slump, 
depression and recession, unem- 
ploymet and unrest —the rise and 
tall of nations, he need for colon- 


ies, the survival of the fittest — 


fatuous and futile jabberings, 
which only people dumb as a doll 
on a ventriloquist’s knee could be- 
lieve. 

But there is only one basic ex- 
planation— only one reason. Men 
have forgotten God. Millions now 
living are blind and deaf — dead 
indeed —- to the knowledge of their 
Creator. For countless human souls 
the Name above every name is 
nothing but a myth. For others an 
inherited tradition to which lip ser- 
vice must be paid. For others a 
convenient oath. For others bland 
hypocrisy. False gods as evil as the 
golden calf now stand upon the al- 
tars of many professing Christians. 

- Are those who hated him in the 
long ago, the only sailors on this 
ship of rejection? Are those who 
spat upon him any more guilty 
than those who are ashamed of him 
in this delirious world? These 
words are not so much instruction 
as they are a warning lest we voy- 
age on the sea of rejection with 
those who by hatred rejected him 
long ago. : 

But within the last week the 
public ministry of our Lord Jesus 
was unimpeachable evidence of —

“God is love.” But God is also a 
God of hate. | 

“Thou lovest righteousness, and 
hatest wickedness’”’ — Psalms 45:7. 

"Tis true that the greatest hate 
springs from the greatest love.” 
God could not love sinners so deep- 
ly did he not hate sin so greatly. I 
think just here of two lines — 


“Dante, who loved well because he 
Hated wickedness that hinders lov- 
é; ing.” 3 . 
Many are the words and events 
of the Bible that teach God’s hat- 


_ red of sin and all unrighteousness. 


But the cross alone-——the bloody 


center of all events of that week — 
shows how much and how etern-) 
ally God hates sin: Sin, life’s most 
dreadful and inexorable curse. Sin, 
so like a river, beginning in a quiet 
spring, ending in a tumultuous sea. 
Sin — the desert breath that drinks 
up every dew. Sin—the death 
head .set amidst life’s feast. Sin — 
the power that reversed man’s na- 
ture, destroyed the harmony of his 
powers, threw him, woefully de- 
ranged, miserable, ungoverned, er- 
ratic, lost, into interminable 
leagues of night. Sin—the evil 
that subverted the constitutional 
order of his nature, dismantled him 
of his nobility, brought him in un- 
conditional surrender to diabolical 
power, caused him treacherously 
to give up the keys of the world’s 
citadel piaced in his keeping. 

We can not drown the stench of 
sin’s carrion under flood-tides of 
philosophical perfume. Sin, a fatal 
mischief of the heart, a seed big 
with future pain and grief, the 
quintessence of all horrors, the 
causative element of all world suf- 
fering, is no whirlwind creating a 
slight disturbance, but a hot siroc- 
co blasting all gardens. No light 
discord — a thunderbolt that shat- 
ters the organ:-into splinters, leav-_ 
ing it without shape or tone. No. 
pen knife —a guillotine. No slight 
jerk of the hiccoughs — the agon- 
ies of sciatica: No lame Mephibosh- 
eth—a_ diabolical. Jezebel. No 
crude catapult —a bursting bomb. 
No quiet pool—a maelstrom. No 
cool rill—a perpetual lava rush 
scorching its way through green 
fields. 

When we look at sin with regard 
to God we say that sin must be 
“the greatest evil which is most 
opposite to the greatest good.” Sin, 
the nightmare of the human race, 
is ignorance, folly, madness, blind- 
ness, deafness, sickness, poison, 
slavery, plague, death, hell. As it 
is said ot Nabal, “as the name is, 
so is the man’’—the same thing 
may be observed of sin. For “as 
the name is, so is the thing.” For 
what term is there, expressible of 
reproach or misery — what image 
iS there that can produce aversion 
or fear, that is not employed by 
the Scriptures to represent sin? 
Sin is not libelled by any image 
or term, no matter how hideous 
and horrible, used to describe it. 
Sin substantially contains all evils 
— and is the cause of all. Sin is 
the fountain head which has em- 
bittered all our streams — and the 
seed which has _ sa thickly sown 
the world with wretchedness. 
Therefore, it is never libelled by 
any of its dreadful representations. 
Because of sin, man, at his birth, 
enters a labyrinth of thorns and 
briars and can not move without 
“piercing himself through with 
many sorrows.” . 

Behold Adam and Eve expelled 
from Paradise! Behold the deluge 
of Noah’s day—sweeping away 
the world of the ungodly! Behold 
Sodom and Gomorrah — “set forth 
as an example suffering the ven- 
geance of eternal fire!’’ Consider 
the plagues of Egypt. Consider the 
destruction of the former inhabi- 
tants of Canaan! Consider the dis- 
persion and misery of the Jews — 
“the chosen people of God.” In all 
these instances and in many more, 
the evil Of sin is brought down to 
a level with our senses. 

Moreover, it is sin that has re- 
duced the material creation to van- 
ity, and doomed it to a general 
conflagration. As, under the law, 
the house of the leper was-to be 
pulled down, so it is with regard 
to this world. The day of God com- 
eth wherein “the heavens shall 
pass away with a great noise, and 
the elements shall melt with fer- 
vent heat, the earth also and all 
the works that are therein, shall 
shall be burned up.” And what 
place is that where “the smoke of 
their torment ascendeth up forever 
and ever?” In answering that ques-: 
tion, forget not that sin built hell, 
that sin produced “the worm that 
never dies,’’. that sin kindled “the 
fire that shall never be quenched.” 


But we must not forget that sin 
is enmity against God, against his 
attributes, against his government. 
God never yet revealed a design 
which sin has not trampled under 
foot. Sin disposes God from his 
sovereignty. Sin abuses God’s 
goodness, Sin abhors God’s holi- 
ness. Sin vilifies God’s wisdom. Sin 
insults and denies God’s omni- 
science, his justice, his power. Sin 
makes a universal abuse. It would 
pull God from his throne. Sin abus- 


es God’s authority —.authority 
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abuses God’s justice—as if God 
would not punish. Sin abuses God’s 
power — as if God would wink at 
man’s wickedness. Sin abuses God’s 
law —as if God’s law were not 
right and reasonable. Sin is an 
abuse of God’s wisdom — as if God 
did not see and observe. Sin is an 
abuse of God's long-suffering pa- 
tience and forbearance—as if 
God’s spirit would always strive 
with men. Sin is an abuse of God’s 
threatening — as if God’s threaten- 
ings were not to be feared. Sin is 
an abuse of God’s promises — as if 
they were not to be regarded. Sin 
is an abuse of God’s holiness —a 
direct contrariety to his nature and 
will, Sin is an abuse of Christ— 
an abuse of his nature and 
person and offices — his death, his 
blood, his. righteousness—a re- 
fusing and a rejecting of him and 
his great salvation. It is such a 
universal abuse of God, Father, 
Son, and’ Holy Ghost, that no won- 
der they that see sin with the 
Psalmist cry out with him — say- 
ing: 

“Against thee, thee only, have I 
sinned, and done this evil in thy 
sight: that thou mightest be justi- 
fied when thou speakest, and be 
clear when thou judgest.’’ —Psalms 


When sin thus abuses God in 
heaven, no wonder that it abuses 
men on earth You sin— man, wo- 
man — is an abuse of your rational 
soul, which is capable of glorious 
enjoyment in heaven, but by sin 
that soul. .grovels on earth among

dust, wallows in a filthy kennel. 
Sin is an abuse of the body which 
should be the temple of the devil, 
whose second.choice is a hog. Sin is 
an abuse and destruction of time, 
that precious time that should be 
used in preparing for eternity. It 
is an abuse of health and strength 
—and you employ them against 
God. 

Sin is an abuse of riches — of 
wealth and worldly prosperity. 


“But Jeshurun waxed fat, and 
kicked: thou are waxen fat, thou 
art grown thick, thou are covered 
with fatness; then he forsook God 
which made him, and lighly es- 
teemed the Rock of his salvation” 
—Deut. 32:15. 

“How shall I pardon thee for 
this? thy children have forsaken 
me, and sworn by them that are 
no gods: when I fed them to the 
full, they then committed adultery, 
and assembled themselves’ by 
troops in the harlots’ houses. They 
were as fed horses in the morning: 
every one neighed after his neigh- 
bor’s wife. Shall I not visit for 
these things? saith the Lord: and 
shall not my~soul be avenged on 
such a nation as this?’”’ —Jer. 5:7-9 


“For she did not know that I 
gave her corn and wine, and oil, 
and muliplied her silver and gold, 
which they prepared for Baal.’ — 
Hosea 2:8. 

Thus we see how sin abuses God 
in men’s use of material blessings. 
Some give most of the silver and 


blessing of God upon them, to pro- 
fane diversions, idle, vain, and 
wanton amusements—lewd and 
wicked practices. 


Sin is an abuse of the preached 
word, the written word. It makes 
men wrest the Scriptures to their 
destruction, to impugn the neces- 
sity of divine revelation and turn 
deists, athiests, and incarnate dev- 
ils. It is an abuse and destruction 
of wit, reason, talents, sermons, 
sabbaths, and everything. 


Satan acts like a creeping drag- 
on and then like a flying serpent. 
His first request seems mannerly 
and modest,,as Semirami’s desired 
of Ninus to reign but one day, and 
that day to do what she pleased — 
and that day she cut off his head. 
That’s sin! Sin deceives man till 
man is hardened through its de- 
ceitfulness.:It appears at first but 
little in the fountain, in the heart 
and thought; then it bubbles into 
a stream of evil words; then it in- 
creases into a revel of evil actions. 
Next it swells into a torrent and 
overflows till it drowns men in per- 
dition. . 

Giving thought to the things we 
have just said, we can now say 
that we know assuredly that God 
hates sin. By every thorn that 
punctured Christ’s brow; by every 


by every drop of blood. “drawn 
from Emmanuel’s veins;” by every 
breath he drew, which was a p 

of pain; by every beat of his heart, 
which was a throb of agony; by 
every minute of that supernatural 
darkness which shrouded the 
world; by the offering of his sin- 


less soul for sinful men, you know, 


gold that cometh to them, by the. 


scar left by the merciless scourge; 


I know, we all know, that God 
hates sin. And, oh, that we, seeing 
sin through the crimson lenses of 
Calvary’s Cross, would hate sin, 
too! 


“Greater love hath no man than 
this that a man lay down his life 
for his friend.” But you are not 
his friends. “The mind of the flesh 
is enmity against God.” No sacri- 
fice can match Christ’s for he died 
for his enemies, for the weak, for 
the ungodly — for those who hat- 
ed him. The sinless Son of God 
took the place of sinners, who hat 
ed him, and suffered their merited 
stroke that the penalty of sin 
might not be theirs. Have you con- 
templated the Cross? You will nev- 
er find its match in the history of 
the universe of God. Do you ap- 
preciate the Cross? It stands peer- 
less and alone. That is the place 
where Christ endured the separa- 
tion from God which we deserved, 
that we might enjoy the nearness 
to God which he deserved. 


Have you studied the cross? 
Study it! Then your soul will be 
overwhelmed with the mystery, the 
majesty, the marvel, the measure, 
the might of it. There is not in 
heaven or earth such an amazing 
wonder as this. Have you looked 
earnestly at the cross? All the 
promises of God are centered in 
that cross. All the happiness and 
good of man are centered in that 
cross. 


Here the vilest sinner, the mo- 
ment he receives Christ by faith, 
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is accepted of God. Come to the 
Cross with your poverty — and be 
enriched. If he is your physician 
— you shall have health. If he’is 
your bread — you shall never hun- 
ger. If he is your fountain of life 
— you shall never thirst. If he is 
your light — you shall never abide 
in darkness. If he is your joy — 
you shall never remain in sorrow. 
If he is your truth — you shall nev- 
er be led astray. If he is your 
righteousness— who shall con- 
demn you? If he is your sanctifica- 
tion — who shall reject you? If he 
is your’ acquittal — who shall senr 
tence you? 


Come to the cross with your 
death — and get his life. Come to 
the cross with your ruin — and get 
his perfection. Come to the cross 
with your sin — and get his right- 
eousness. Come to the cross with 
your bitterness—-and get his 
sweetness.-Come to the cross with 
your despair -— and get his assur- 
ance. Come. to the cross with your 
darkness — and get his light. Come 
to the cross with your sorrow — 
and get his joy. And then say: 
“When I survey the wondrous 

Cross, 

On which the Prince of Glory died, 

My richest gain I count, but loss, 

And pour contempt on all my 
pride.’
